Honor Of Community’s

' Sierra Madre is half a century 
old this year. It came to a reali¬ 
zation of it during a lecture on 
the San Gabriel Valley by Harold 
Carew at the February meeting 
of the Men’s Community Club an^ 
plans wese at once started yzo 
properly celebrate the eventy/ 

The Men’s CJlub at the/same 
time set tha-flmeels in motion for 
formation of a Sierra Madre His¬ 
torical Society wh j|^ many of the 
early settlers of the cfty we still 
alive and active and while it is 
possible to gather up first hand 
information and relics of the 
early days. 

Mr. Carew, author of a most 
interesting history of the San 
Gabriel Valley, in his talk to the 
Men’s Club told of the old ranches 
in this section of the valley. In 
1831, he explained, Nathaniel Car¬ 
ter, who had come here from 
New England for his health and 
had been in the employ of 
“Lucky” Baldwin, purchased land 
close up to the mountains and 
portioned it off for sale in five 
and ten acre plots. Mr. Carter 
then went back to Boston and 
talked up Southern California, 
and Sierra Madre in particular, 
in a manner that entitles him to 
the credit for having been prob -1 
ably the fir.st man to effectively! 
“sell” Southern California in a 
l.arge way. The settlement of 
Sierra Madre resulted— Immedi-1 
ately. 

The interest aroused by Mr. | 
Carew’s remarks, and especially 
the announcement that Sierra 
■Madre is now fifty years of age, 
took concrete form in the deter-, 
mination of the club to sponsor a, 
suitable program later in the year 
in celebration of the .semi-centen¬ 
nial of Sierra Madre. 

This will probably take the 
form of a pageant or other 
dramatization of the early days, 
and will, in any event, bring 
about the collection of hi.storicai 
mementoes and data for preser¬ 
vation. 

Fortunately Sierra Madre has 
today as re.sidents several persons 
who have intimate knowledge of 
the community's first days and' 
it was stated by Elmer A. Green.' 
president of the club, that forma¬ 
tion at an early date of the 
Sierra Madre Historical Society 
will be undertaken. All those in-' 
tere.sted in such an organization 
or having possession of historical:

'Wing a joint meeting of 
tile Councils of iSierra Madre and 
iCicadia with their engineers and 
city attorneys in the Sierra 
Madre Guy Hall (cn Wednc.sday 
tugijt engineers repre.senting the 
two cities began a survey yester¬ 
day to determine the best and 
most economical method of mak¬ 
ing available waters of the Santa 
.icnita recently allocated the two 
municipalities by ine State De¬ 
partment of Public Works. 

Two routes for bringing the 
water down from Santa Anita 
dam are being surveyed. One fol¬ 
lows the course ol the canyon. 
i.iie otner looks to digging of a 
tunnel of approximately a thou- 
.^and feet in length, greatly 
shortening tne distance to be 
covered by pipes. 

C^uestioiis to be decided follow¬ 
ing the survey are where the 
water is to be taken from the 
stieani and to what level in this 
city it is to be piped, 'Ihe surveys 
are expected to determine the 
cost of several plans under con¬ 
sideration. 

Cost of the .survey now under 
way is to be equally divided by 
the two cities. While it is in pro¬ 
gress the Councils will work on 
an agreement for a method of 
distributing the water equitably 
within the provisions of the State 
department's award and with re- 
:-ipect to water rights enjoyed by 
the two cities before the recent 
allocation was made. This agree¬ 
ment will also cover the cost of 
the work to be done and it is ex¬ 
pected it will be the subject of 
many conferences between the 
two Councils and their representa¬ 
tives. 

One of the questions Sierra 
Madre must decide is whether 
It wi.shes its share of the water 
taken directly into the Mira 
Monte reservoir, for direct con-

It has really arrived the 
“spoken letter.” 

A Hollywood Inventor who a 
year ago started to work on a 
machine to turn out letters “writ¬ 
ten with the voice” has perfected 
the contraption and promi.ses to 
have them scattered about over 
the earth, and especially in the 
path of tourists, as plentifully as 
the well known weighing devices. 

Half a dozen "letter writing 
booths” have already been estab¬ 
lished in Hollywood, in downtown 
Los Angeles and at the piers of 
the big steamship companies at 
San Pedro and Wilmington. 

You merely .step into the little 
four-by-four b<ioth. drop a quar¬ 
ter into the well known slot and 
begin to talk your letter. When 
you have finished, a little di.se 
drops out of the machine. It is 
your letter. With it comes a 
pasteboard container, with lines 


already affixed four cents worth. 

You address the package and 
drop it into the nearby mail box. 
When it arrives at its destination 
the family or the boy or girl 
friend, or the business as.sociate, if 
that should be, adjusts it on the 
family or office phonograph and 
“hoars” your letter.

“I know 
it works,” .say.s Mrs. Cohen, “for 
I 'wrote' one of the 'spoken let¬ 
ters’ home ten days ago and a few 
days later an old fa.shloned air 
mail letter arrived with more 
sight seeing funds" Mrs. Cohen, 
a .oiire enough pioneer, is credited 
with having first brought the lip 
stick to America. 


Minor Changes Eliminate 
Sharp Turns In The 
Proposed New Roads 


Minor changes were made in 
the resolution of intention to pave 
four main highways in Canyon 
Park at a special meeting of the 
City Council yesterday afternoon. 
The amendments mainly call for 
the elimination of sharp turns in 
sections of Woodland Drive and 
.Sturtevant Road without adding 
to or taking from the area to be 
improved. 

The protest meeting originally 
fixed for Wednesday, March 11, 
was postponed until W'ednesday. 
March 25 at 7:30 o’clock in the 
Council Chamber at the City Hall. 

The resolution of intention in 
its present form appears on pages 
three, four and five of this issue 
of THE NEWS. No change wis 
made in the type of paving to be 
useil, in the type of roads to oe 
built, in the boundary lines of the 
four assessment districts nor in 
the number of streets to be con¬ 
structed.

As fast as this is done deodars 
and other trees th;it have been 
started in the city nursery by the 
Planning Commission will be set 
out so that they may get estab¬ 
lished before the sea.sonal rains 
have ended.
